We acknowledge the compliment of an 
invitation from the Constitutional Centen- 
nial Commission to be present at the cele- 
bration of the centennial anniversary of the 
framing and promulgation of the constitu- 
tion of the United States, which is to be ob- 
served at Philadelphia Sept. 15, 16 and 17. 
It is expected that the occasion will give 
brilliant testimony to the universal attach- 
ment of all classes of our people to that 
great charter of American Liberty, to which

then we know we have that is adapted 
to our seasons. There is no time to spare 
with the crop here, and we should take no 
chances if we want no failures. It is not 
right, it is not fair, for packers to subject 
our farmers to this risk. If a failure comes 
there is no remedy. 

We should raise our own seed. The 
packers would do well to provide for this 
the present season, and farmers interested 
should unite and demand it. Fields can be 
selected by the packing companies, of the 
right variety, and cured for seed under 
their direction if need be, and for their 
customers. At the prices paid by planters, 
this would be a better business than taking 
to the factory for canning. Besides, all 
would be benefitted thereby. ‘The planting 
would be put on a safer basis, the business 
to that extent at least would be extended, 
and the thousands of dollars now sent 
away from the farms and out of the State 
for seed would be made and retained 
among the growers of the seed. 


Opinions of an Expert. 


Chancing to meet C. H. Merrill, Esq., of 
Newport, the conversation naturally drift- 
ed on to the cattle industry of Maine, with 
which he is so intimately connected, being 
a partner with I. C. Libby, Esq., and one 
of the firm purchasing so large a per cent. 
of the wool the past season. Mr. Merrill 
isa clean cut, sharp Yankee, who busies 
himself constantly with his many indus- 
tries. Last year he handled 2500 head of 
cattle, 10,000 sheep and 2500 veals; in ad- 
dition 200 horses. This seems to be-his 
knitting work, for we find him busy with 
a saw mill cutting one million of long lum- 
ber and three of shingles, besides the large 
amount of custom sawing in the winter. 
Attached to this is a grist mill where twen- 
ty-five thousand bushels of corn are ground

The acreage in corn in this State, yellow 
and sweet corn combined, was never before 
as large as the present year, and it is mak- 
ing a fine showing. The growth is rank 
and the stand full and even. The extreme 
heat has pushed it along rapidly towards 
maturity. In fact the crop is already as- 
sured, and some of the canning factories 
have been at work a full week. This isa 
good crop for farmers to raise, and proba- 
bly the good crop of this year will encour- 
age the planting of a still larger acreage 
next. Good crops of corn and good farm- 
ing go hand in hand. 





A new hand centrifugal separator of 
cream from milk has been invented by Dr. 
De Laval, designed for use with hand pow- 
er in small dairies. The smaller size, which 
has a vertical motion, will separate twenty- 
five gallons per hour. It has won a gold 
medal as a thoroughly efficient hand separ- 
ator. Like the larger machine, it can be 
easily worked by a man or stout lad, and 
brings within the reach of every farmer and 
dairyman a machine that has hitherto been 
inaccessible to that vast class who have 
only manual power available. Another 
valuable dairy appliance is a milk-testing 
machine called the Lactocrite, also the in- 
vention of Dr. De Laval. By its use the 
quantity of butter fat contained in milk 
can be ascertained in avery few minutes. 
The wholesale milk buyer is thus enabled to 
purchase milk according to its quality if he so 
desires, instead of, as now, paying practical- 
ly the same price for rich and poor milk alike. 
The apparatus is a circular steel disc set on 
a spindle, and a set of test boxes with grad- 
uated glass tubes. Any number of tubes 
up to twelve can be used, and by striking 
an average great exactness can be obtained 


ally. 

The horses are nearly all bought in Bos- 
ton and brought back to our farmers, who 
with their good feed and pasturage soon 
restore them to health and vigor. A spe- 
cial feature is the buying of brood mares 
that have been injured a little on the pave- 
ments, and yet become valuable to our 
farmers. While purchasing whatever the 
farmers have to sell, Mr. Merrill condemns 
severely the practice of selling so many 
calves, thus crippling an industry of so 
much importance to the State. It will 
take years before we realize the full ef- 
fects of our present course. Fafmers, 
said he, should keep on raising cattle. 
The present low state of the market can- 
not continue, and even now the fault is 
partly in the quality kept. Whatever may 
be our individual desires or fancies, the 
market demands must be kept steadily in 
view, and our private opinions give way to 
its mandates. There is no question but 
there isa fairly good outlook for heifer 
calves to be grown at a profit, provided 
they are bred from grade Holstein stock. 
Milkers of this grade turn well at all times, 
and from ten to twenty dollars more than 
any other breed of the same size. Here- 
fords are shunned by milk men. We want 
to bring in Holstein bulls, bred from well 
known milking families, and cross them 
on our smaller cows, thus increasing the 
quantity of the milk as well as the size of 
the animal. 

Cows that meet the demands of the milk 
men in and about Boston will always sell 
at a profit, and it costs no more to raise 
these than the common cows on our farms 
to-day. Mr. Merrill is enthusiastic on this 
point, and urges it whenever he can get a 
chance, believing that here isa field for 
our farmers to occupy. The sheep indus- 
try is ther field that to-day needs to be 





The results are pronounced fully as reliable 
as those obtained by chemical analysis. 


One farmer, says the Minnesota Farmer, 
by way of illustration of the very impor- 
tant results which often follow the most 
trifling advantage in skill and management, 
through a little more care in breeding and 
a little more knowledge of feeding, obtains 
one pound of butter per week per cow more 
than his neighbor. Lf each keep ten cow 
the difference amounts to 500 Ibs. of butter 
in a year, the cows costing in each case 
practically the same for keep. Very likely, 
too, the farmer who is the most careful 
breeder and the most skillful feeder will 
prove to be the better butter-maker of the 
two, and obtain for his product a few cents 
more per pound, not only on the 500 Ibs, of 
increased product, but on the entire product 
ofhis dairy. It will be readily seen that 
while the expenses of the two farmers may 
be practically the same, the i of the 





cultivated. The farmers who have held 
on through the off years, have been making 
money steadily, while those who nave been 
changing about find nothing satisfactory. 
Sheep raising is a safe industry for any 
man who will grow the right kind of stock. 
Scrubs are always kept at a loss, no matter 
what the breed. Thus we find that our 
observing cattle men who*are.on the in- 
side, all have the same word of advice and 
caution. Sheep and cattle, of the right 
size and strains to meet the demands of 
the market—these must be the fields occu- 
pied, and those who follow the hints here 
given will have no occasion to murmur at 
the per cent. of prott realized.

one who knows how todo things a little 
better than his neighbor will be much the 
greater. And the same thing occurs at 
every step in the management of live-stock 
of all descriptions. Apparently small mat- 
ters connected with their breeding and 
keep, the selection, mixture, and appoint- 
ment of foods, ete., are followed by results 
which, when aggregated for a whole year 
and applied to a large number of animals, 
affect the profit and success of the farm to 
& large degree, and often turn into an 
actual loss operations that would otherwise 
yield a satisfactory profit. It will evident- 
ly pay, therefore, to give these matters the 
Closest attention, to make them the subject 
of careful study and reading, that the best 
methods may be understood, and whatever 
advantage comes from their practice se- 
cured. 





Sweet Corn Seed. 


Again this year we have to record the 
Serious calamity of some of the sweet corn 
Planted in the State for the canning fac- 
tories proving not true to name, and so 
late that it will not mature. One lot of 
forty bushels planted for a single firm will 
Prove a complete failure unless the fall 
should prove as remarkable for the absence 
of frost as the summer has been for heat 
and wet. ‘This is a serious matter and one 
that ought not to occur. Purchasers of 
the seed should bind the seller to guarau- 
tee the variety and the quality. It isa 
hard case for a farmer to stake his princi- 
pal efforts for the season on a crop of corn, 
and then have ft prove @ failure. Neither 
do packers want to have their year’s work 
~ defeated. 

Since the business of canning sweet corn 
Was first started in our State, there has 
been more or less trouble with the quality 
of the seed purchased for planting. Some- 


At other times, and 
far more frequently, the corn grown from 
thas proved too late for our short sea-

Apples are not so abundant this year a8 
last, yet nearly all kinds are fruiting, and 
there will be plenty for samples. Pears 


mature, yet many of our most highly 
varieties will be in their prime, and 
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the best manner becomes, then, an impor- 
tant matter. 

If sweet corn is grown on a large scale, 
unquestionably the most economical method 
of storing it is in a silo, provided the silo 
can be constructed at reasonable cost. It 
is well wn that in common seasons it is 
quite difficult to dry this fodder so that it 
can be mowed down in large quantities, 
like hay. Unless this is done it is unusual 
te be able to find storage room for it in 
large quantities. The silo settles that mat- 
ter by putting it into a small compass. At 
the same time it preserves it in a condition 
well suited for stock fodder. 

But the silo is for a large business only, 
and is entirely impracticable where only 
small quantities are concerned. For the 
most part of the sweet corn is grown where 
the quantity of fodder to be stored is too 
small for the silo method. In this case it 
should be cut up as soon as the ears have 
been plucked, and put up in small shocks. 
If securely bound these shocks will stand 
till dry enough to take to the barn. In the 
barn the bundles should be stored in an up- 
right position. They may be closely pack- 
ed, the more compact. the better, only that 
they should be kept standing upright. All 
the tops of the haymows, any vacant space 
in the barn, on the floors, or in adjoining 
sheds, may be filled in this way. It will be 
found that even in a well filled barn there 
can still be a large quantity of this fodder 
stored in this manner. It keeps in better 
condition to feed if packed closely, since 
the necessary moisture will not dry out, 
and as a consequence the coarse stalks are 
pattially softened. 

If necessary to completely dry it in the 
field, the small shocks after standing a few 
days and becoming partially dry, may be 
gathered together into large shocks. These 
should be packed closely and bound secure- 
ly, and a cap bundle placed on top to shed 
off the rain. These large shocks, or stacks, 
may be left in the field for an indefinite 
time, and without serious injury from rain. 
Where carefully preserved in either of the 
above ways, sweet corn fodder will be 
found an excellent substitute for hay. 

On many farms in ordinary seasons, 
much of this fodder will be needed to feed 
out directly from the fields, to supplement 
the pasturage. In this case the matter of 
storage does not enter into the problem. 


Is a Change Called For? 


In view of the discussion over the State 
Agricultural Society and its work now go- 
ing on, the following extracts will be of 
interest, taken from a carefully prepared 
and able paper read before the last annual 
meeting of the Board of Agriculiure by the 
member from Sagadahoc, 8. L. Holbrook. 
Mr. Holbrook is deeply intereated and thor- 
oughly posted in agricultural affairs, and 
has been for many years one of the execu- 
tive officers, and two years the president, 
of the Sagadahoc society, one of the most 
successful organizations of the kind in the 
State. In the paper referred to he says: 

“The work of the different agricultural 
societies of the State,in view of the fact 
of their wide-spread application as well as 
the importance of their work, should cer- 
tainly receive watchful attention from the 
Board. At our last annual meeting the 
work of county agricultural societies was 
criticaliy scanned and not without an in- 
fluence. 

Our State Agricultural Societies are 
properly matters for our consideration, 
and even our investigation, whenever it is 
believed they call for attention on our part. 
The Revised Statutes contemplate one 
State Society only, yet we have a second 
operating under an act of incorporation, 
and a third is now under contemplation. 
How far this division of the State into ter- 
ritorial fairs shall go on, and whether the 
interests of agriculture will be promoted 
by this division, are questions which may 
properly be considered by the Board. 
How many State fairs can be crowded into 
a single State is a question of some impor- 
tance. ‘ 

State fairs, it may be assumed, are in- 
struments for the promotion of agricul- 
ture, and not corporations organized for 
the benefit of corporators. This makes 
them subject to the will of the people in- 
stead of the reverse of this order. The 
methods of organizing and conducting 
State fairs have not been crystalized into a 
fixed form and everywhere pronounced 
right. Their management, then, becomes 
a proper matter for censideration. In fact, 
itis the duty of this Board to consider 
these things. 

Our State Fair is a State institution, or is 
supposed to be, and there is no other au- 
thority outside the Board of Agriculture 
authorized to guard the rights of the pub- 
lic in their relations to it. The present 
State agricultural organization was built 
on the ruins of the old, and was organized 
under the general law governing the or- 
ganizations of corporations. The State, 
the public, the people, hold no governing 
power over it, save that which relates to 
the election of officers, and authority to 
hold property. Such an organization is a 
great way from the people, and entirely 
an exception to every other State institu- 
tion within our borders. 

In the care of these Fairs the exhibitors 
who make them up and the people who 
patronize and sustain them, have no special 
protection provided. They have not even 
the privilege to know the financial stand- 
ing of the institution they are asked to sus- 
tain by their contributions and their 
money. Neither do the people know who 
are the recipients of the funds of the So- 
ciety, nor where the money goes to. 

Now, a proper question for the Board to 
raise is this: If we have a State Fair, 
should not the State hold some controlling 
power over it, by which it is made answer- 
able to the State, that the public shall be 
protected in their rights in it? The Board 
of Agriculture is the only authorized me- 
dium of State authority to consider this 
matter. 

In several of the Western States the 
State Board of Agriculture is made the 
managing power of the organization, with 
requirements to report all transactions and 
all receipts and expenditures to the State, 
and the Board is responsible to the State 
the same as any other State institution. 

Gentlemen of the Board, the power in- 


















self. And so the government has been 
able to take the matter in hand. 

The reports of the inspectors charged 
with the supervision of the matter, show 
that during the month of August 1581 men 
were employed in destroying rabbits, and 
that 515,884 animals were gotten rid of, and 
a larger number of men would have been 
employed (up to 1,945, for which estimates 
had been made), but they could not be ob- 
tained at that season of the year. This 
must entail] an enormous expense, but even 
more measures seem necessary, 
since in many districts the “pest” is report- 
ed as still on the increase, and in others at 
a standstill, while only in about one-third 
the territory is it reported as diminishing. 
The rabbit is an animal of astonishing fe- 
tundity, coming to a breeding age in six 
months, and producing from five to eight 
young in a litter every three weeks. It is 
estimated that the produce from a single 
pair, if unchecked, would in the short peri- 
od of four years reach the euormous num- 
ber of 1,250,000. 

In portions of California the same “nui- 
sance” is beginning to be complained of, 
and we read accounts in the papers of whole 
neighborhoods turning out for a hunt and 
rounding up and destroying thousands of 
rabbits in a day. 

From Nevada come accounts of hundreds 
of them being dostroyed in the cultivated 
fields, in one instance over 700 in the course 
of two days. In Utah they are also said to 
be bad. 

The ordinary American rabbit belongs to 
a different species from that which has 
worked such havoc in Australia, and differs 
from it in the important matter of forming 
no burrows of its own, but depending upon 
such natural or accidental hiding places as 
come in its way, in consequence of which it 
is much more exposed, especially in the 
young state, to the depredation of natural 
enemies. Our long acquaintance with it 
does not warrant the apprehension of its 
becoming a serious nuisance to agriculture. 





Notes from New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia. . 


J. A. Simpson of Oak Bay, St. David, 
has a promising colt, sired by Olympus, two 
years old, stands 143g hands high, weighs 
about 900 Ibs. 

David Johnson of Warwig, St. Croix, has 
the finest orchard in Charlotte county, 500 
grafted apple trees. ‘Two years ago he 
raised 300 bushels of apples from 75 trees 
that had been set out only eleven years. 
He has a good stock of horses and cattle 
One very fine Percheron stallion six years 
old, color dapple grey, stands 15 hands 
high, weighs 1350 lbs. He is the finest 
Percheron stallion I have seen in the 
county; also one good five-year-old colt 
sired by Olympué.

Thoroughness in Farming. 

With afew exceptional and rare instances 
here and there in the East and none in the 
West, there is nothing like thoroughness in 
farming in this country. Farms are not 
completely ditched and drained, fields are 
not plowed as they might be, farms are not 
improved and fertilized—nothing is done 
with that finish and perfection which alone 
insures best results. No farm is 
worked to its full capacity—no acre, even, 
yields all that it might be made to yield. 

With thoroughness of work, one acre of 
fair corn land could be made to produce 
fully three times the usual crop of either 
corn, cotton, tobacco, peanuts, wheat or 
other crops. 

We hear of four bales of cotton to an acre 
as having been made the past year in Geor- 
gia. And yet. even in this case, it was not 
pretended that thoroughness had been 
reached. If our — only would put 
more work, more 8 and more manure on 
a few acres—condense, intensify and ener- 
gize, as it were, all their means, efforts and 
skili—they would soon fairly astonish 
themselves and the world, too, at the

Look to the Colts. 


This is the time when the colts require 
special attention. 
The change from the milk of the dam to 
the grass, hay and grainsupply, should not 
and need not, be attended with any loss. 
But this is too often a tryi me, and 
the colt, which has been growing rapidly 
receives a check from which it never re- 
covers. 
The secret of successful breeding lies in 
steady growth from the day it steps first 
upon the ground until it comes to maturity. 
Spasmodic feeding is not profitable. The 
Irishman’s ‘streak of fat and then of lean” 
policy can have no place with the colt- 
er. 
‘The feed in our res has been extra 
good this year, and consequently the milk 
supply has been large. As a result our 
stock of colts are coming to weaning time, 
having made remarkable 
ter class never was seen the State of 
Maine. This growth needs now to be pro- 
tected, and farmers who have a supply of 
skimmed milk will have no better place for 
it than to feed to their growing colts. 
By the use of the little calf feeder, the 
colts may be taken from their dams. and 
the change to grass and in made 80 
gradually that nothing will Be lost. 
The aim should be to have the yearlings 
weigh from seven hundred and fifty to nine 
hundred when they leave the barn next 
spring. To obtain this there must be no 
off a Steady growth of bone, muscle 
and flesh will tell the story, and nothing 
else. 


Warm shelter as the nights grow cool, a 
small grain ration with the skim milk as 
the supply of the dam fails will bridge over 
the change and the colt be making sure 
growth daily. 

Oats and roots should be stored for win- 
ter use, and no thought of neglect, or 
“roughing it” entertained for a moment. 
The open shed and manure heap must give 
way for warm, comfortable, well ventilated 
quarters. 

A promns Conan for ne horses is, or 
ought to , sufficient incentive for any 
man to keep his colts at their best all the 
time. This does not mean to pamper and 
overfeed, but the adjustment of the food 
supply to the best growth and development 
of the animal. 

Doing this the business will always be 
found remunerative, for the horses grown 
and matured in this way will always be in 
demand. 

Each year witnesses large accessions to 
the ranks of those who understand and fol- 
low the steps outlined here, but there are 
still far too many who refuse to be gov- 
erned by anything save the practices of 
their forefathers. 

Such men live and die complaining all the 
while at their ill fortune and poor luck, 
when the trouble lies entirely at their own 
doors. They do not look to the colts, but 
leave them to look for themselves, and as a 
result find the business a failmre. ‘To find 
profit one must keep close to the wants of 
the public, and row A that is not satisfied 
with inferior stock. We lay the foundation 
the first six months, and that should be 
made secure by judicious feeding and prop- 
ercare. No man deserves to have stock 
that will not bestow these, and any man 
practising these will surely succeed. Look 
well to the Colts.

Poultry Department. 
Poultry Profits. 

Poultry breeders will this year find an 
inerended vate of profit if ed but study 
the economy of feeding. While prices for 
feed of all kinds have ruled lower than for 
1886, eggs and poultry have sold better. 
The average to Sept. lst for eggs is fully 
one cent better than last year, while chicks 
have sold at quite an advance. All this is 
for our profit, provided we have guarded 
the outgo as carefully as the income. 

As cold weather approaches there comes 
the necessity for —— the — 
for winter. ‘They should be thorough 
cleansed. The nests either replaced with 
new or else emptied and given a thorough 
washing with whitewash or kerosene. 

The hens should be kept laying all win- 
ter and if the pens are warm, clean and free 
from vermin, then the one step necessary 
is to provide a right supply of food. The 
aim should be to get more eggs than last 
year, and thus be able to take advantage of 
the increased price received. 

A little work daily will tell the story, 
with s at eighteen cents and chickens at 
twenty-five in our home markets, the poultry 
breeder has no cause to complain. There 
is no feature of farm work that offers any 
such returns atthe present time. There 
may be none requiring more intelligent care 

watchfulness, but the end fully compen- 
sates for all labor, in fact the time has 
passed for men to gain wealth by indolence 
or sloth.
